T4»e;fir$t sh.^uld be doue 
thru bi^inilfbe^ tar as tne town 
lemitsgoand spply the statutes 
tnr such other regula'i(ms as may 
t>e iec|iurt(l. All snrfave jjrivies 
privy vaul's, improperly kept 
!i^t«l»tei» and garbage accumnlations 
shtHild be declaied nuisances per 
se with direct methods of dealing 
vyath liiem: siripprd of all rtd tape 
»tM^;^^^^tempered with dis 
cretroC'^^frlptic taokfr shoold he 
required in residences without ex- 
oei)tion in all j)laces where closets 
are needed. They are cheaper 
ind better than sewers costing' 
i v a sruall fraction ot a case of 
t\ phuid I'ever. 

A s>stem of water works can be 
inaugurated here cheaper than al- 
most any bthet towfi in KentQcky; 
the water sterilized am) supplied 
to your residence for less money 
than >ou can poi^sibly obtain thru 
a well of yotir own; when consider- 
ing the elimmation of daajterons 
typhoia germs. Until this can be 
done it is advisable that all water 
for domestic uses be boiled and 
that every dtiSHi be '^vaccinated'' 
ogainst typhoid fever. TLis is 
siniolyand easilv done Hf you 
kttow how) and renders you iua 
mniie for a period of three to five 
years. The doctor should arm 
h'mself with a special needle maue 
for the puroose and use the Uiedi 
cine three times, covering a 
period of 9i days.
